“As I know how much_you like
to hear from us—I shall try to
make this a letter instead of a
postal.

“We arrived here in Oberam-
mergau having traveled .for a
number of hours through the-ex-
quisite " snow covered mountains.
It is raining but it is only a bit
more interesting. - The station is
full of people® and such strange
looking porters! They are Tiro-
leans  with embroidered = shorts,
bare knees and strange-looking
hats with a feather or a brush
sticking up in the réar atop of
heads covered with hair almost to
